New Binder Twine Securities Act, 
which gives retailers right to a mort- 
gage on unthreshed crop, and which 
is nuderstood to take the place of the 
previous practice of governments 
guaranteeing the banks on binder 
twine accounts, went into effect, July 
24, according to proclamation con- 
tained in the current issue of the Al- 
berta Gazette, received Friday. 


This act enables the seller of bind- 
er twine on credit to obtain a charge 


note rity for the..price of the 
wine upon ¢ ‘ or the 
purchaser, grown in the year in 


which the twine is sold. The, amount 
for which the charge can be obtained 
is limited to the price of the amount 
of twine reasonably sufficient to 
harvest the purchaser's crops, or 
three and one-half pounds of tine 
for every acre upon which the . pur- 
shaser has a grain crop growing in 
the year in which the purchase is 
made,, whichever is the: lesser. 

The mortgage note charge, togeth- 
er with interest at not more than 
eight per cent. per annum, shall take 
priority over all. other charges, liens, 
mortgages and encumbrances,, other 
tharl threshermen’s liens, and. liens 
for taxes, the act setg out.

Protein For Pigs 


Grain Alone Not Enough te Make 


Good Hogs 


If the farmers of Canada are to 
supply the market with high grade 
bacon hogs, the use of protein sup- 
plement is a first essential along with 
grain feeds when skim-milk or but- 
termilk are not available. Tankage 
and fish-meal are high quality pro- 
tein supplements, the one a (by-prod- 
uct of the packing industry and the 
other a by-product of the fishing in- 
@usry. Protein supplements of vege- 
table origin, when the price permits, 
may ‘be used to replace some of the 
tankage or fish-meal ‘but their use! 
alone has not proven as satisfactory 
tankage or fishmeal or quntities 
of both. 


The feeding of tankage or fish-mea, 
in proper proportions makes it poser | 
ble to imerease the rate of gain in’ 
spring pigs by 25 per cent and up to 
50 per cent in the case of fall pigs. | 
Their use may also reduce the cost of} 
production 10\per cent.

Canada realizing the importance of 
tankage ag a hog feed have agreea to: 
make it available at the approxi-! 
mate cost of production, Fish-meal 
ean also be made available for hog! 
feeding through Farmers’ Clubs ¥} 
other local organizations. 

Where farmers are in a position to 
Gbtain a mixed protein supplement or | 
the ingredients for such, experiments 
indicate that the use of such a mix~- 
ture in preference to single protein 
feeds is advantageous. The following 
mixture has been used successfully at 
Macdonald College since 1928 as a' 
complete replacement of milk or other 
protein feed in the rations of au 
classes of swine:—Tankage 400 ths. 
fish meal 200 Ibs., linseed meal 200 
tbs., feeding bone meal 100 tbs. | 
ground lime stone 76 tbs,, fine salt 2C | 
lbs., and Ferric Oxide 4 Ibe. . |
